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class work and two hours of homework. 

Part II: Appendices, Vocabulary. This sec- 
ond part contains paradigms, summaries of syn- 
tax, and vocabulary found in Lessons 1-78, plus 
all the material usually included in traditional 
first-year texts. As such it provides a handy 
reference grammar for the student. Lessons 70- 
78 cite references to the Appendices to acquaint 
the student with their use and structure.
